Report 


12/07 


We  had  a  wonderful  time  at  the  club  meeting  in  Indianapolis  &  what  a  turnout! 
There  were  so  many  people  jammed  into  the  workrooms  at  SilverTowne,  it  was 
sometimes  tough  to  see  what  was  happening  But,  everyone  took  turns,  and  we 
had  a  really  good  look  at  the  fine  detail  work  that  goes  into  making  one  of  our 
annual  club  rounds  or  ingots  Marcia  Neeley  gave  an  outstanding  overview  of 
everything  we  saw,  from  how  artwork  is  transformed  to  an  engraved  die,  to 
the  patience  needed  for  the  handiwork  in  the  two  enameling  rooms.  They  have 
an  expected  output  of  100,000  enameled  pieces  for  2007  and  were  close  to  the 
goal  when  we  visited  on  November  2,  so  I’m  sure  they’ve  accomplished  that 
already!  The  enamellers  work  with  a  syringe-like  pen  that  is  operated  with  foot 
peddles  to  squirt  out  a  tiny  amount  of  color  There  is  a  competition  every  year 
among  the  dozen  or  so  people  in  the  enameling  department  to  see  what  colors 
are  used  on  each  Christmas  piece,  etc  The  samples  then  go  to  the  sales 
department,  where  all  or  part  of  a  piece  may  be  chosen  as  the  final  color  design 
We  also  saw  silver  being  melted  &  poured  and  stamped  into  rounds  in  another 
large  and  noisy  room  Unfortunately,  no  pictures  were  allowed  anywhere  in  the 
minting  facility,  so  you’ll  have  to  use  your  imagination! 

Marcia  showed  us  the  storage  room  with  drawers  that  hold  all  the  dies  for  the 
various  SilverTowne  designs,  and  1  retrieved  our  2007  race  car  die  to  return  to 
the  club  archives  She  told  one  interesting  anecdote  about  the  Garfield  bars, 
since  two  young  men  on  the  tour  (David  &  Joshua  Stinson)  are  big  Garfield 
fans  Jim  Davis,  the  creator  of  Garfield,  lives  within  an  easy  drive  of 
SilverTowne,  and  Marcia  was  at  his  studio  several  years  ago  when  they  were 
tossing  out  ideas  for  the  annual  Christmas  bar  Marcia  suggested  that  Garfield 
and  Odie  should  be  decorating  a  tree  with  a  string  of  popcorn,  so  Jim  Davis 
sketched  it  out,  signed  the  artwork  and  gave  her  a  copy  Marcia,  of  course,  was 
thrilled* 

Everyone  at  the  minting  facility  mentioned  the  special  treats  they  look  forward 
to  during  the  holidays,  and  I’ve  recently  mailed  off  candies  and  nuts  for  the 
whole  crew  They  always  do  a  fantastic  job  for  us 

After  a  group  photo  outside  the  plant,  we  rendezvoused  at  Mrs  Wick's  Pie  Shop 
for  lunch  before  heading  to  the  retail  shop  in  another  SilverTowne  building 
There  were  so  many  of  us,  we  were  divided  into  two  groups  to  see  how  orders 
are  packaged  and  readied  for  shipping  SilverTowne  also  has  an  online  store 
which  generates  quite  a  bit  of  business.  T  he  big  thrill  was  being  in  the  vault  that 
holds  anywhere  from  $15-17  million  worth  of  inventory  Tempting  though  it 
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wT  of  browsing  and  shopping  at  the  store  (five  lucky  people  won  door  prizes  to 

spend  at  the  shop),  it  was  time  to  head  back  to  the  Marriott  in  east  Indianapolis 
for  our  meeting  &  dinner  The  drive  through  the  Indiana  countryside  was  quite 
lovely,  and  fall  colors  were  still  beautiful

THE  SILVERTOWNE  MINT  TOUR 


1  rode  down  from  Michigan  with  a  local  Marysville  Coin  Club  friend 
Dan  Freeland  who  is  also  a  member  At  first  we  passed  the  minting  facility 
There  is  no  sign  and  the  street  numbers  are  in  fine  print  The  mint  is  hidden 
away  in  the  boonics  I  guess  it  cuts  down  on  break-ins  From  the  outside,  it 
doesn’t  look  very  impressive 

Once  we  were  inside,  they  tried  to  make  us  feel  at  home.  The  whole 
atmosphere  was  pleasant  and  the  people  w  ent  out  of  their  way  for  us  First  we 
were  shown  how  a  drawing  w'as  reduced  and  a  die  was  made  Nancy  was  not 
allowed  to  take  picture  Then  we  saw  the  nine  people  painting  the  enameled 
bars  and  rounds  Everything  is  painted  by  hand  using  small  guns  that  send  the 
paint  out  slowly  It  takes  some  talent  to  paint  this  way,  one  color  at  a  time  The 
painters  wan  work  overtime,  and  seven  days  a  week  if  they  want  to  They  do 
lots  of  bars  and  rounds  for  the  military,  police  and  fire  departments  and  other 
organizations,  not  to  mention  their  store  with  lots  of  holiday  bars  and  rounds, 
state  quarter  replica  rounds,  etc. 

Next  we  got  to  see  the  melting  pot  dumped  Two  guys  held  the  pot 
with  pipes  or  rods  about  8  feet  long,  one  guy  at  each  end  with  the  pot  in  a  holder 
in  the  center  The  pot  was  yellow  hot  with  walls  about  four  inches  thick  They 
poured  about  give  gallons  of  liquid  silver  out  of  it  into  a  machine  The  silver 
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was  about  1 800  to  2000  degrees  and  then  had  protective  silver  suits  on  with 
shields 

In  a  few  minutes  a  silver  bar  started  to  come  out  of  the  machine  at  the 
opposite  end  from  where  the  liquid  silver  was  poured  The  bar  was  about  3 
inches  wide  and  about  1/3  inch  thick.  They  use  bars  about  12  feet  long  and  have 
to  go  through  a  flattener  before  the  bars  or  rounds  are  punched  out  of  the  two 
foot  bar  which  will  produce  about  80  one  ounce  rounds  or  160  one  ounce  bars.  1 
watched  a  guy  punch  out  some  rounds  from  one  of  the  long  bars  1  took  a  piece 
of  silver  bar  with  a  couple  of  holes  in  it  where  the  rounds  were  punched  out 
from  and  a  small  piece  where  a  bar  was  punched  out  This  guy  weighed  these 
pieces  for  me  They  came  out  to  4  88  ounces  and  the  price  was  $69  33  I  spent 
time  talking  with  him  and  missed  the  rest  of  the  process  1  paid  the  lady  $70  and 
said  keep  the  change  and  was  late  for  the  group  photo  outside 

As  to  the  retail  establishment,  1  was  amazed  at  the  quantities  of  stuff 
The  vault  had  something  like  $16  million  worth  of  stuff  in  it  I  looked  but  didn’t 
touch  anything  in  the  vault  as  instructed  by  the  guide  If  I  said  1  wasn’t  tempted. 

I'd  be  telling  a  lie  I  did  spend  a  few  hundred  like  a  kid  in  a  candy  store  1 
bought  some  nice  rounds  The  ounce  replicas  of  state  quarters  are  about  the 
same  as  the  quarters  in  my  silver  proof  set  1  bought  ten  of  my  home  state  At 
the  coin  show  I  got  the  show  round  which  was  in  copper-nickel  for  $4.  1  also 
got  a  colorized  2004  Panda  .999  silver  for  $35. 

Dan  and  I  headed  home  at  first  light  on  Saturday  We  saw  what  we 
wanted  to  at  the  show  before  the  1ASAC  meeting  The  only  drawback  was  that 
on  Saturday  we  could  have  had  some  more  time  to  visit  with  other  club 
members. 

All  in  all,  the  whole  thing  was  a  wonderfully  experience  Thank  you 
for  putting  it  all  together

The  following  article  was  reprinted  in  Solano  Silver  Round  Club  newsletter.  It 
originally  appeared  in  the  March  21107  San  Diego  Numismatic  Society 's 
netvsletter  ‘Bulletin.  ’  The  author  is  anonymous.  It  is  reprinted  here  with 
permission  of  IASAC  member  Luce. 

Long-time  SDNS  (San  Diego  Numismatic  Society)  member  Chuck 
Luce  is  widely  admired  for  his  club  leadership,  collections  and  coin  exhibits 
Chuck  and  his  wife  Jean  have  been  friendly  and  enthusiastic  participants  in  local 
coin  club  activities  for  decades  Like  many  members,  Chuck  collects  coins, 
medals,  tokens,  and  other  numismatic  items,  but  unlike  most  of  us,  he  has 
himself  designed  several  of  the  club  and  coin  show  medals  he  collects 

Chuck  was  raised  in  Sacramento  and  got  his  collection  start  as  a  young 
boy,  when  he  stored  Indian  Head  cents  and  commemorative  halves  in  a  small 
box  But  his  hobby  was  dealt  a  blow  when  his  mother  needed  to  pay  the 
paperboy,  and  raided  his  collection  box  of  three  of  his  prized  commemorative 
halves. 

Only  after  he  joined  the  Navy  as  a  submariner  did  Chuck  rekindle  his 
coin  interests,  and  he  joined  both  the  Key  West  Coin  Club  and  the  ANA  in 
1965,  He  concentrated  then  on  crowns  and  half  crowns  that  feature  the  busts  of 
world  leaders,  and  also  compiled  their  biographies  for  exhibits.  He  collected 
overdate  U  S  half  dollars  and  error  coins  He  later  branched  out  to  include 
many  tokens  transportation,  prison,  leper  colony,  and  so-called  dollars 

Chuck  met  Jean  while  in  the  Navy  in  Norfolk,  and  they  were  married  in 
Washington,  D  C  His  Navy  travels  took  them  to  Long  Beach,  Pearl  Harbor, 

New'  London,  Key  West,  Charleston,  Treasure  Island  and  finally  San  Diego  for 
his  final  two  tours,  culminating  as  a  Lieutenant  Commander  with  the  Board  of 
Inspection  and  Survey  He  retired  from  the  Navy  after  30  year  s,  but  then 
worked  with  several  companies  involved  with  Navy  shipbuilding  and  overhauls 
Chuck  claims  he  never  missed  a  ship's  movement  in  his  Navy  career 
But  one  boat  he  did  miss  was  the  1955  double  die  cents  While  instructing  at  the 
Submarine  School  in  New  London,  he  visited  the  Navy  Exchange  and  was 
talking  with  his  cashier  friend  The  cashier  complained  about  the  blurry'  new 
cents  and  even  broke  open  a  second  roll  to  show  they  were  also  the  same 
Chuck  agreed  they  were  bad  and  left  His  ship  had  come  in,  but  he  missed! 

Within  a  few  weeks,  coin  dealers  were  buying  them  at  25  cents  apiece  Today 
even  an  MS-60  example  is  worth  $2100!

'Medal  of  Merit"  and  the  Heartland  Club’s  'Owen  Bella  Award  '  Both  have 
been  awarded  life  memberships  in  the  Chula  Vista  and  HeaitlandyTubs _ 
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Together,  they  help  in  the  kitchen  at  Heartland  coin  shows,  with  registration  and 
program  production  ofCoinarama,  and  elsewhere  as  needed  Most  recently. 
Chuck  was  the  SDNS  Raffleniaster”  for  many  years  And  he  is  a  member  of 
ANA,  CSNA,  IASAC,  CHS,  TAMS  and  SSRC 

Jean,  like  many  collectors’  wives,  had  only  passing  interest  in  coin 
collecting  but  provided  support  to  Chuck  in  his  collecting  She  also  enjoys  the 
fellowship  of  the  many  clubs,  each  of  which  has  benefited  from  her  computer 
assistance  At  home,  she  stays  busy  with  many  craft  projects  and  computer 
activities 

Among  Chuck’s  ongoing  collection  favorites  are  club  medals  He  has

A  goal  Chuck  has  set  in  recent  years  was  completion  of  a  set  of  1 745- 
1746  Great  Britain  ‘LIMA’  coins  These  were  issued  to  commemorate  British 
Admiral  George  Anson’s  1743  capture  of  a  Spanish  treasure  galleon  carrying 
silver  (believed  mined  in  Lima,  Peru?)  for  trade  in  the  Orient  The  silver 
captured  was  minted  by  the  British  into  crowns,  half  crowns,  shillings,  and 
sixpence  with  the  word  "LIMA  "  under  the  portrait  of  King  George  II  Chuck’s 
complete  set  of  varieties  were  displayed  at  the  maritime  museums  in  San  Diego, 
Monterey  and  Santa  Barbara  for  over  three  years 

Watch  for  Chuck  and  Jean  at  future  meetings,  and  watch  for  Chuck's 
LIMA  coin  exhibit  at  the  next  Coinarama
